Fault In Early Running 


WASHINGTON

Presidential candidates tend to 
shy from making the early bird 
attem pt to catch the worm. Not 
Gerald R. Ford. 
He is off and running with the 
election still almost 18 m onths 
away. 
In 
1964 
President 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
waited 
until 
the 
Democratic presidential nom i­ 
nating convention was two days 
deep in session before announ­ 
cing. But he was an elected 
President, with no real Dem o­ 
cratic opposition and facing a 
race against Sen. Barry Cold­ 
water, whom he considered a 
weak foe. 
In 1968 Richard Nixon gleeful­ 
ly 
waited while early 
bird 
George Romney ran himself out 
of 
the 
competition. 
Nixon 
needed 
the protection 
of 
a 
waiting game. 
In the traditions of American 
presidential politics the early 
bird has about as much real 
chance of success as a dark 
horse. The first rarely m anages 
to get the worm and the latter 
most often never even enters 
the race. 
But Wednesday, with little 
fanfare, President Ford for all 
practical purposes threw his 
hat into the ring. It landed with 
all the drama of one of his 
stump 
speeches 
in 
which 
reporters —so familiar with the 
all too familiar prose 
will sort 
of hum along when he delivers 
such lines as “in my 
firm 
judgment any government big 
enough to give you everything 
you want is big enough to take 
away everything you’ve got.” 
Ford did not even appear in 
person to give the word.

Propose Sharp Increase 


In Social Security Tax 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Two 
former Social Security officials 
are 
proposing 
that 
Social 
Security 
taxes 
be 
sharply 
increased within 18 months to 
keep the system on a sound 
financial footing. 


But Robert M. Ball, commis 
sioner of Social Security from 
1962 to 1973. and Robert Myers, 
chief actuary for the system for 
many 
years, 
disagree 
over 
what type of increase is called 
for. 


Ball wants one which would 
increase the maximum tax by 
about 50 per cent, but which 
would be paid only by middle 
and high income wage earners, 
those earning over $16,500 in 
1977. 


Myers wants a proportionate­ 
ly smaller increase, but one 
which would affect every wage 
earner, including the poor. 
In testimony Wednesday to 
the House Ways and Means 
subcommittee on Social Securi­ 
ty, the two experts decried the 
“alarm ist" stories about Social 
Security’s current and potential 
future deficits. 


But both said a new source of 
revenue would be necessary to 
overcome deficits. Higher taxes 
are unavoidable, they said.

the solvent. They can be dis­ 
solved and carried away, leav­ 
ing clothing clean. 


However, 
some 
materials, 
such as sugars, 
starches and 
syrups elem ents found in food 
and drink which have a knack 
of staining your best dress or 
slacks 
are soluble in water. 
To eliminate them, special de­ 
tergents are added to the clean­ 
ing solvent.

The June issue of E squire Magazine features a story by 
John Dean, son of Dr. Don and the late Bobby Dean en­ 
titled “Why I’d R ather be Natty Bumppo than John Dean. 
Wouldn’t everybody?” 
It is a witty cleverly written story that give a tongue in 
cheek account of why he and his wife Dorothy have 
changed their name. 
“ I was born John Dean, John Edwin Dean, actually. My 
m other stuck her elder brother’s name in the middle 
planning to call me John Ed or Johnny Ed or something 
like that, but my father protested. “There’s not going to 
be any of the “Billy B ob” stuff in my house!” so it was 
John. He explained that the Edwin just didn’t m ake it. 
John Dean was a fine name. It is crisp efficient, easy to 
rem em ber, then cam e John Wesley Dean III, the man 
who ratted on the president. The name m ay be sock solid 
but it wasn’t big enough for both of them. 
When John W Dean III came into the public eye, our 
John was on the swing shift of the copy desk of a major 
Chicago newspaper. T hat meant he was the last person to 
see and change if necessary the copy before it went to 
press. He tried in vain to save the name of John Dean but 
there were two other m etro politian papers in Chicago 
with headlines reading, “John Dean Lied to the FB I, Gray 
says,” etc. 
At the time he was also attending law school and 
whenever he was introduced to a new acquaintance, “I 
thought you were in W ashington’’ or “What a re you doing 
out of jail?” When he w as about to becom e a lawyer, 
headlines read, “John Dean Disbarred.” 
This gives you the background when he sta rte d sear­ 
ching for a name that was heroic but one not commonly 
used. Natty Pummpo w as an Indian Scout, in the leather 
stocking tales. He was the Deerslayer, the pathfinder, the 
last of the Mohicans but even in the trilogy of books 
w ritten by Jam es Kenm ore Cooper his nam e is hardly 
mentioned—only his 
heroic actions. 
H ere 
was an 
American hero practically unknown to m odern America. 
It was agreeable with wife Dorothy so they legally 
becam e Not Natty and N atalie Dean by Natty and Natalie 
Bumppo—In the nam e change, they went all the way. 
John was born in the old City Hospital the sam e week as 
our eldest son David. Both were due to arrive the week of 
the Speedway Race in Indianapolis but both young 
physicians and their wives patiently waited for these 
young men to make an appearance. Both w ere late three 
weeks late in fact, and it became em barrassing—our 
telephone calls started w'ith “How are you felling to 
today.” John arrived first and David four days later. 
Both boys were healthy lusty sons who grew up to be 
great friends. K indergarten, elementary school, junior 
high, high school, scouting, band, speech contests, the 
whole bit. John was a good student. He m ade A’s in 
science so his father expected him to be in m edicine. He 
won the speech contests. John played clarinet expertly, 
Dave played the cornet but neither w anted to be 
professional musicians. 
We felt his fate was sealed as a lawyer when he and our 
Dave were playing on the sam e soft ball team in a vacant 
lot on 6th street. There w as usually a ball gam e or a game 
of “horse” in progress there, but his time John and Dave 
were up against the Sixth Street gang in baseball and 
were losing. John started challenging the um pire. Dave 
said: “ Oh, come on John, L et’s play ball” John answered, 
“ We can’t win. Our only chance is to out talk th e m !” 
In college John turned to journalism, w rote on the 
Indianapolis Star, covered the Lykin M urder story, and 
later had it printed in a paper back. The book was not 
really a best seller but it did gain the notice of the op­ 
posing lawyer who suing for a million dollars. At the 
time, John was m arried, had one daughter, and was at­ 
tem pting to live on the m eager salary of a newspaper 
reporter. He called his dad and his dad laughed and said, 
“ Did he want cash or your check” . The suit w as filed for 
publicity purposes but to my knowledge it did end his 
novel writing career. 
His next move was to California where our D ave was 
intern at the San Francisco City Hospital John applied at 
the San Francisco Chronicle. At the time there was no 
opening for a bright young Hoosier author—so he worked 
on the waterfront, lived in D ave’s apartment, then left for 
Chicago where he got the job on the Sun-Times. 
In the meantime he was divorced and w as later to 
m arry a Chicago girl Dorothy. They are now living in 
Kentucky where she has a job as a typist on the local 
paper and John is in partnership with an elderly attorney 
in a sm all town. 
Even there the nam e of John Dean had becom e a 
household word but not the name of Natty Bum ppo. John 
was always had a flair for the unexpected and delighted in 
a situation that could induce mental shock N atty Bump­ 
po, the trailblazer, the Indian Scout, the true American 
with all the Pioneer spirit to do and dare, burning with 
v irtu e— maybe the 20th century is ready for such a 
character. 
In Rushville this gifted w riter will always be Johnny 
Dean, that tow headed kid with the ready smile who found 
it uncomfortable to w ear conservative clothes, w as one of 
the first to grow a beard, rode a motercycle when his 
friends drove jallopies. He loved to ride with the wind in 
his hair, and resented the crash helmet that went with the 
motorcycle.

The HOOSIER DAY

Lack of appreciation of at­ 
tractions in our own state has 
contributed to slow growth of 
tourism as a m ajor Hoosier 
industry. 
Linda J e s te r, Director of 
Tourism for the state, might 
qualify as one of the state’s 
attractions. 
The 
youthful 
prom oter ta u g h t 8th grade 
physics and chem istry before 
entering public service. Her 
majors from Indiana Central 
College were in education and 
biology. Walking through the 
City-County Building, she was 
asked to fill in vacation periods 
with the Board of Flood Control. 
The woman she replaced broke 
her ankle, extending the tem­ 
porary job. 
In January, 1969, Miss Jester 
joined 
the 
relativ ely 
new 
Division of 
Tourism 
in the 
D epartm ent 
of 
Commerce 
under the d irectio n of the 
Lieutenant Governor. When the 
Director left for a job in the 
nation’s capitol, she was ad­ 
vanced to the top in 1972. 
The Tourism 
Division had 
been launched in 1965, but un­ 
derfunded for m any years. Now 
celebrating 
th e tenth 
an­ 
niversary, some would consider 
it still 
inadequately funded. 
Indiana rem ains in 43rd place 
among all states in the amount 
spent to develop tourism, and 
47th in the num ber of employees 
working on promotion. 


Miss Jester told m e: “We had 
a budget of $321,000 for the fiscal 
year just ending. It covered 
$50,000 for advertising, plus 
salaries of the five full time 
employees and the 30 college 
students manning the Visitors 
Centers during 
the summer 
months, and printing which is 
our major expenditure.” 


A Calendar 
of Events is 
published 
q u a rte rly , 
with 
distribution ranging from 30,000 
copies of the w inter edition, to 
60,000 copies of the summer 
issue. Some 
150,000 Camp­ 
ground Guides and a similar 
number of Hunting, Fishing and 
Boating Guides are distributed 
each year along with 45,000 Golf 
Guides. 


The General Assembly was 
asked for $707,000 during the 
last session, and approved a 
budget of $435,000. Increase will 
ju st about cover in creased 
paper and printing costs, with 
brochures a major part of the 
budget. 
A b ill in the le g isla tu re 
requested $50,000 to provide 
m atching funds for local not-for- 
profit organizations whose m ain 
thrust was tourism. Included 
were the many local festivals, 
now combined in an idea ex­ 
changing organization. The bill 
passed the House by a vote of 95 
to 0, but died in the last m inute 
Senate rush. The program is not 
dead however. A line item was 
included in the compromise 
budget 
for $50,000 w ithout 
statutory guidelines to develop 
the program . 
Miss Jester told me: “ The 
money is there and will be of 
some value to local people but 
the program is going to be very 
hard to administer and to show 
effectiv en ess 
of 
the 
e x ­ 
penditure. We plan to distribute 
it 
in 
the 
broadest 
possible 
m anner to help those areas 
which will show the highest 
resu lts.” 
Another new program, little 
known 
by 
Hoosiers, 
a re 
the package tours answer to the 
energy and inflation problem s. 
Statistics show 85 percent of 
to u rists 
travel 
in 
p riv a te 
autom obiles, while 
foreign 
visits a re made by “packages” 
including transportation, a c ­ 
comodations, food service and 
adm issions. 
The idea of a package is to be 
able to buy the entire tour at a 
lower cost than the individual 
parts of the package. It takes 
legwork to develop a tour and 
assure set rates are adhered to 
during advertising of the tour. 
The Tourism Division acted as a 
catalyst, a role they frequently 
assum e. 
C ontracts were awarded to 
develop the 4 motor coach and 
one golf tours, with the Hoosier 
Motor Club Tour Division acting 
as wholesalers and m arketing 
the packages.

Wednesday ruled that install­ 
ment buyers must show som e 
ability to meet payments or 
creditors can repossess proper­ 
ty 
But 
the court 
added 
that 
creditors who repossess an item 
sold on an installment contract 
must show 
that 
they 
acted 
“reasonably” deciding that the 
buyer had defaulted and the 
security was greatly impaired 
In the opinion handed down in 
division one, the appeals court 
held that Judge Harold Rit- 
zegaio of Vigo Superior Court 
committed reversible error in 
refusing to pass on one of the 
instructions to the jury offered 
by 
Universal 
CI T . 
Credit 
Corp., which had appealed a 


civil case brought against it. 
John Shepler, who had boug it 
a $25,000 tractor-trailer rig at 
Vincennes that was financed 
through the com pany, had filed 
suit 
after 
the 
truck 
was 
repossessed bv CIT. 


The jury found that there had 
been no default but the appeals 
court sent the m atter back to 
the trial court with guidelines 
on what constituted a creditor 
acting in good faith. 


The 
opinion 
w ritten 
by 
Justice Joseph Lowdermilk said 
the error was in excluding an 
instruction which said in part 
“ if defendant

co n sid ered 
p la in tiff’s

image was brightened for the 
Alabama governor, with unw it­ 
ting 
help 
from

colleagues, none of whom can 
be called Wallace adm irers 
The big issue becam e party 
loyalty, as though people cared 
It might not be according to the 
unwritten rules of politics for 
Wallace to try for che D em o­ 
cratic presidential nomination, 
and then lead a third party 
movement, if he loses. 


But every sam pling of opinion 
indicates the voters could care 
less about party loyalty. The 
growth of the independent voter 
should be sufficient w arning for

The fact is that the Dem o­ 
cratic governors oppose Wal­ 
lace because of what he is and 
what

for.

the hopes of mankind. 
They are worried not about 
W allace’s 
loyalty, 
hut 
what 
happens to his followers if he is 
denied the presidential nom ina­ 
tion.

loyalists. 
The political double talk of 
recent days is not confined to 
the Dem ocratic party. Among 
Republicans recently, conserva­ 
tives called for an open GOF 
convention next year to decide 
on a ticket because President 
Ford and Vice President Nelson 
A Rockefeller had never been 
elected to the office.

notice, 
solely upon CIT’s determina­ 
tion, a subjective test of the 
creditor’s belief.” It noted that 
cases have held that to be in 
good faith a 
“creditor must 


make a delegent and honest 
effort 
to 
discover 
from 
all 
available 
sources 
that 
the 
security is greatly im paired,” 
but a more objective standard 
was needed. 
“Therefore, 
” 
the 
opinion 
said, “the good faith should be 
further subject to the test that 
the determination thereof would 
have been one made 
by

‘reasonable 
man’ 
under

sam e set of facts or circum ­ 
stances.” 
Evidence was that in July,

College.

his 
mother, Mrs 
CLE. Tipps, her 
son 
is, 
“m ystified 
by 
the 
changes in fashions and hair­ 
dos. 
“None of his friends look like 
they did eight years ago to 
him,” says Mrs. Tipps, “and he 
can’t get over that. And that 
music. It so different now than 
in 1967. More country and less 
rock. And his friends are all 
married and have kids —even 
his old girlfriends.” 
But 
for 
all 
the 
trauma 
involved in Gene Tipps’ recove­ 
ry, his family is ecstatic. 
“I still can’t believe it —that 
he’s back. My Gene is back. I 
have no words to express the 
way I feel about his recovery.

Tipps’ doctors can offer no 
more earthly clues.

curb, 
throwing Gene out of the car 
and knocking 
him 
unconsci­ 
ous,” Randal said. 
“He was out for about three 
or four weeks and then he 
began a gradual comeback and 
got to where he could respond 
and could follow people with his 
eyes. 
“Then he settled into a state 
of lethargy. He becam e very 
lackadaisical. His friends came 
by to see him often for the first 
couple of years but he would 
turn over and face the wall and 
ignore them.” 
Then, about 
four 
or 
five 
weeks ago, Tipps suffered an 


acute gall bladder inflamma­ 
tion which required surgery. 
“About the third day post 
operative,” Randal said, “he 
awoke from a nap and told his 
mother to go get a medical 
excuse.” 
According to Randal, Tipps 
said, “ ‘I think I’ve been out for 
three or four weeks and I will 
need a medical excuse to get 
back in school.’ ‘Well, G ene,’ 
she 
said, 
‘you’ve 
been 
out 
longer than you think’.” 
“ ‘What year is it?’ he asked. 
She said, ‘1975.’ He said, ‘The 
last thing I remember it was 
1967.’” 
Randal says Tipps is still not 
com pletely 
normal, 
but 
is 
improving every day. He has 
trouble speaking because of an 
impediment caused by brain 
dam age suffered in the wreck. 


As far as m ed ical advice 
based on the case is concerned, 
Randal is very cautious. He 
says he is reluctant to lend 
false 
hope 
to 
anyone 
else 
suffering from the sam e type of 
amnesic condition. 
“It was just a freak thing,” 
Randal said. “It m ay never 
happen again.”

County’s own television per­ 
sonality, visited Rushville for a 
few days last week. Mr. Thomas 
grew up in 
R u sh v ille and 
graduated from Rushville High 
School. 
He 
now 
liv es 
in 
W ilmette, Illinois, a suburb of 
Chicago, and is the hum an star 
of a children’s show, “ Garfield 
Goose,” on the WGN television 
network. While in Rushville he 
was kind enough to tape a 
program for WRCR which will 
be aired on Tuesday, June 24. 
He also spent one afternoon at 
the high school with m em bers of 
the Junior Historical Society 
making a tape to add to their 
Oral History collection. 
As a boy, Mr. Thom as lived on 
North Perkins Street, but spent 
m uch of his tim e on 
Rush 
County farm s. He started his 
public career at a young age 
with a m agic show. In high 
school he wrote a syndicated 
newspaper column on m agic. It 
appeared on the boys’ and girls’ 
page of the Indianapolis Star 
along with m any other papers 
After graduating 
from

school, he spent a y ear traveling 
around the country playing to 
high schools, co lleg e s, and 
clubs. Not finding this field of 
en te rta in m e n t sa tisfy in g , he 
returned to Rushville to try 
something else.
